THE  117lh  ANNUAL  COMMENCEMENT 
and  the  ALUMNAE  WEEKEND 


The  first  Alumnae  Day  program  is  held  in  the  new  Porter  Family  Memorial  Auditorium 


The  excitement  of  an  old  ceremony  to 
be  carried  out  in  a new  setting  prevailed 
among  the  alumnae  candle  lighters  ming- 
ling: with  the  robed  seniors  on  the  Mount 
Vernon  porch  the  morning  of  Alumnae 
Day.  They  soon  formed  the  processional 
which  wound  its  way  into  the  new  Por- 
ter Family  Memorial  Building  auditor- 
ium, down  the  carpeted  aisles  and  into 
the  reserved  seats. 

Irene  (Sewell)  Hobby,  National  pres- 
ident of  the  alumnae,  lead  the  induction 
ceremony  of  the  seniors  into  the  Asso- 
ciation and  asked  them  the  following 
question:  “Do  you,  members  of  the  class 
of  1956,  accept  the  responsibilities  of 
alumnae  of  Wesleyan,  pledging  your- 
selves to  keep  always  burning  the  love 
which  was  kindled  here  during  your  stu- 
dent days?^^  The  seniors  answered  in 
unison:  “We  accept  the  responsibilities 
of  alumnae-hood,  and  pledge  ourselves, 
as  did  the  alumnae  of  1859,  to  ^contribute 
to  the  strength  and  prosperity  of  our 
Alma  Mater'.” 

The  seniors  and  alumnae  candle  light- 
ers then  marched  up  on  the  stage,  and 
as  the  seniors  knelt,  the  lighting  of  their 
candles  symbolized  the  passing  from  one 
generation  to  the  next  of  the  traditions 
and  heritage  that  is  Wesleyan. 

All  Classes  “Reuned*’ 

All  classes  were  invited  to  hold  re- 
unions this  year  to  celebrate  the  use  of 
Wesleyan's  new  auditorium,  and  although 
the  auditorium  was  not  filled,  there  was 
a good  crowd  back  for  Alumnae  Week- 
end. 

Mr.  Forio  Speaks 

Mr.  Edgar  J.  Forio,  vice-president  of 
The  Coca-Cola  Company  of  Atlanta,  flew 
from  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  to  Macon  in 
order  to  be  with  the  alumnae  and  speak 
to  them  on  “The  Role  of  Women  in  To- 
day’s World.”  He  commented  on  the  im- 
pressive ceremony  he  had  just  witnessed 
when  the  alumnae  passed  the  light  on  to 
the  seniors,  typifying  the  translation 
from  one  generation  to  another.  “It  is 
part  of  life’s  responsibilities,”  he  said, 
to  pass  on  the  things  for  which  we  stand

He  recalled  the 
first  baccalaureat  address  in  1840  by 
Wesleyan’s  first  president  and  all  the 
things  Wesleyan  stood  for  in  those  early 
pioneer  days.

Commencement  Speaker 

Dr.  Cluster  Smith,  President  of  Okla- 
homa City  University,  addressed  the 
graduating  class  Monday  morning  at  the 
9:30  a.m.  exercises  in  the  new  Porter 
Family  Memorial  Building  auditorium. 

Dr.  Smith  spoke  on  ‘‘Building  for  To- 
morrow.” He  pointed  out  that  college 
buildings  are  important;  faculties  are 
important;  but  that  even  more  impor- 
tant are  the  faculty-student  relation- 
ships. “The  buildings  only  indicate  faith 
that  you  will  carry  on,”  he  stated.  “More 
important  still  is  what  you  live  for; 
what  you  work  for.  You  for  the  past 
four  years  have  been  building  the  house 
you  will  live  in.  May  no  shoddy  material 
have  been  used.  Education  becomes  the 
potency  of  free  and  intelligent  living.” 

We  often  speak  of  preserving  our  way 
of  life,  he  stated,  but  each  civilization 
should  strive  to  be  better.  To  build  that 
better  civilization  we  must  know  the 
people  better:  we  must  build  better  un- 
derstanding between  the  people.  Today 
engineering  is  now  a whole  generation 
ahead  of  civilization.  Dr.  Smith  said  that 
no  building  is  important  unless  man 
grows  too,  and  that  it  is  going  to  be  up 
to  the  women  if  our  civilization  is  to 
be  improved.  He  pointed  to  the  seniors 
as  he  concluded:  “To  build  it  requires 
vision ; may  you  continue  to  build  on  and 
on.”

The  Story  Behind  The  Alumnae  Awards 


In  the  fall  of  1949  at  a meeting  of  the 
Wesleyan  Alumnae  officers,  Rebecca 
(Caudill)  Ayars,  Urbana,  111.,  our  Alum- 
nae Trustee  at  that  time,  made  a sug- 
gestion that  seemed  to  us  an  excellent 
one.  We  should  have,  she  said,  some  way 
of  honoring  our  alumnae  who  had  been 
outstanding  in  their  special  fields  as 
teachers,  writers,  artists,  as  musicians, 
as  home  makers,  or  in  any  other  field 
of  endeavor. 

As  an  undergraduate  college  we  do 
not  customarily  award  honorary  degrees 
as  do  universities  to  their  distinguished 


alumni.  We  should  have  some  way  of 
recognizing  unusual  service  to  Wesleyan 
by  the  alumnae. 

The  matter  was  discussed  fully  and 
it  was  decided  to  present  to  the  Alum- 
nae Association  through  the  Wesleyan 
Alumnae  magazine  the  plan  of  alumnae 
awards  . . . some  for  distinguished 
achievement  and  some  for  distinguished 
service  to  Wesleyan. 

It  was  decided  that  we  would  not  say 
how  many  should  be  presented  each  year 
but  the  feeling  was  that  only  a very 
few  should  be  given  each  year  provided, 
of  course,  there  were  in  any  one  year, 


alumnae  who  merited  these  honors. 

Any  alumna  may  present  a name  to- 
gether with  her  reasons  for  doing  so  to 
a committee  through  the  Alumnae  Of- 
fice. A secret  committee  reads  through 
all  material  submitted  and  makes  rec- 
ommendations to  the  Board  of  Managers, 
a group  of  (at  that  time)  9 alumnae 
officials  who  make  the  final  decisions 
for  the  awards. 

Officers  of  the  Alumnae  Association, 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and 
persons  officially  connected  with  the  col- 
lege are  not  eligible  for  the  awards 
while  they  hold  these  offices.

Well,  it  can  happen  to  you!  But  when 
we  graduated  in  1906  (not  B.C.),  our 
Golden  Anniversary  seemed  as  remote 
as  the  Millennium.  On  our  Silver  Anni- 
versary we  seemed  to  ourselves  to  be 
getting,  not  exactly  decrepit,  but  rather 
old.

You  see, 
we  didnT  have  student  government  in 
our  day,  and  the  administration  and  fac- 
ulty were  “fair  game,”  but  wonderfully 
understanding.  If  there  did  come  a lull 
in  conversation,  the  babble  would  soon 
begin  again  with  “Do  you  remember — 
Remember  what?  Why  the  time  we  wore 
lavender  cheesecloth  caps  and  gowns  on 
the  stage  Class  Day,  or  when  our  class 


flag  floated  proudly  from  the  old  Towei- 
for  several  days  because  the  pigeons 
kept  beating  the  man  who  tried  to  take 
it  down,  or  when  the  laundry  distribu- 
tion system  broke  down  and  Mrs.  Burks 
took  her  history  class  down  to  sort 
clothes  instead  of  English  kings,  with 
the  suggestion  that  nothing  be  mention- 
ed in  the  college  paper — but  it  appeared 
all  the  same  as  a wonderful  Greek  trag- 
edy with  apologies  to  Euripides,  or  when 
we  were  photographed  in  “turtlenecked 
sweaters”  after  a basketball  game  and 
appeared  in  mannish  garb  on  the  front 
page  of  the  Macon  Telegraph,  or  when 
one  of  the  girls  had  a date,  beg  pardon, 
an  engagement  with  a young  man  who 
owned  or  borrowed  a newfangled  con- 
traption, an  automobile,  and  the  girl,  all 
dressed  up  in  duster,  veil,  and  other  ac- 
cessories of  the  well-dressed  autoist,  was 
allowed  to  ride  at  ten  miles  an  hour  up- 
and-down  College  Street,  while  the  rest 
of  us  hung  out  of  the  windows  and  waved 
anything  handy  and  how  “Wesleyan  Fe- 
male College”  was  on  our  diplomas — and 
on  and  on  through  the  afternoon  and 
into  the  night. 

But  we  also  spoke  lovingly  and  rever- 
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ently  of  our  “professors/^  who  gave  us 
an  appreciation  for  the  true  and  the 
beautiful  in  life,  and  thus  molded  our 
lives  into  the  patterns  that  have  made 
us  the  women  of  the  Golden  Anniversary 
Glass. 

All  of  us  have  led  busy  lives,  all  have 
varied  interests,  home,  church,  commun- 
ity life,  public  service,  teaching,  writing, 
and  what-have-you,  but  ever  conscious 
of  the  invisible  influence  of  our  Alma 
Mater. 

The  Golden  Anniversary  Class  table 
in  the  beautiful  Anderson  Dining  Room 
took  our  breath  away,  almost.  Somehow 
Octavia  Burden,  our  class  president,  had 
managed  to  get  corsages  of  lavender 
sweet  peas,  our  class  flower.  The  de- 
licious food  was  consumed  amid  more 
chatter,  this  time  with  your  nearest 
neighbor;  the  photographers  insisted  on 
taking  pictures  that  never  did  us  jus- 
tice; we  sat  in  the  seats  of  honor  on 
the  stage  in  the  new  Porter  Chapel. 

Then,  in  the  beautiful  Burden  room  we 
had  our  first  formal  gathering  after  din- 
ner—did  I say  formal,  I should  have  said 
scheduled.  Again  we  reminisced,  and  Jen- 
nie Riley,  our  class  musician,  played  the 
old  tunes.  Somehow,  we  were  not  sure 
of  the  words  of  our  class  song,  but  we 
did  remember  most  of  the  Class  Day 
chant,  yum,  yum,  fiddle  diddle  bum, 
hump  stump,  flumadiddle,  rigdum  jig- 
dum,  bodie  modie  Kiro,  dilco,  diro.  One 
of  the  amusements  of  the  evening  was 
looking  over  the  pictures  in  our  annual, 
and  comparing  the  pictures  of  fifty  years 
ago  with  our  present  day  appearance — 
changed,  yes,  but  the  eyes  somehow 
were  the  same.  There  was  silence,  too, 
as  we  thought  of  the  ones  who  had 
passed  on,  a surprisingly  small  number, 
and  of  the  ones  who  were  held  at  home 
by  weddings,  graduations,  and  other 
pressing  affairs.  With  deep  regret  we 
learned  that  one  of  our  most  enthusi- 
astic members,  Louise  Monning,  had 
been  injured  in  an  accident  on  the  way 
to  the  reunion,  but  she  wrote  a message 
from  her  hospital  bed  and  chose  Eliza 
Pope  Hill  to  take  over  her  Morning 
Watch  Program  for  Alumnae  Day. 

Most  of  the  alumnae  staying  on  the 
campus  were  present  at  this  meeting 
next  morning  despite  the  early  hour.  In 
this  intimate  get-to-gether,  the  leader- 
ship in  church  and  community  was  es- 
pecially evident  as  various  ones  told  of 
their  days  at  home.

ning for  our  75th  anniversary.

Annabel  has  through  the  years  served 
Wesleyan  well.  She  was  Alumnae  Trus- 
tee 1934-37,  President  of  the  Alumnae 
Association  1937-40,  and  later  for  seven 
years.  Dean  of  the  School  of  Fine  Arts. 
She  gave  generously  of  her  time  and 
talents  during  these  seven  years  render- 
ing also  invaluable  assistance  to  Dr.

Dr.  Thoburn  Speaks  At  Wesleyan 


Dr.  Isabella  Thoburn,  executive  sec- 
retary of  the  U.  S.  Educational  Foun- 
dation in  India  since  1954,  and  former 
professor  of  psychology  at  Wesleyan, 
visited  the  campus  on  May  7 and  spoke 
to  the  students  of  her  work  at  a Convo- 
cation program.
